NARBERTH WAR MEMORIAL WILL BE 
DEDICATED IN CEREMONY NEXT MONDAY 



Monument Has Tablet With Names of 200 Local Boys Who 

Served in the Great 

Conflict. 



COMMUNITY PARADE TO PRECEDE THE EXERCISES 



Narberth's War Memorial will 
be dedicated Monday morning as 
part of the Memorial Day services 
throughout the borough. 

The actual dedication will be a 
part of the American Legion cere- 
monies. A parade will form at 
the fire house at 9.00 A. M., 
marching through the borough, 
and ending at the Community 
House, 
house. 

The proable route of the proces- 
sion will be: Elm Hall to Haver- 
ford avenue to Essex avenue, to 
Price, to Narberth, over railroad 
bridge to Woodside, to Wynne- 
wood, under railroad tunnel to 
Windsor and thence to the memo- 
rial. 

A number of organizations have 
already signified their intentions 
of joining in the parade, among 
them being the American Legion, 
G. A. R. Veterans, Boy Scouts, 
Girl Scouts, Fire Company, 
School Children, Tennis Club, 
Home Guard and Borough offi- 
cials. 

The dedication ceremonies are 
scheduled to start at 10.00, or as 
soon thereafter, as the marchers 
arrive. The speaker of the day 
will be Rev. Frank M. Gray, pas- 
tor of the Cynwyd Methodist 
Church, former chaplain of the 
Narberth Home Guard and pastor 
of the Narberth Methodist Church

have been placed this past week in 
the Windsor avenue end of ,the 
main auditorium. These windows 
have been made at the famous 
D'Ascenzo Studios of Philadelphia. 
They are of the best quality of 
opalescent glass and have been ex- 
ecuted in a thoroughly artistic man- 
ner.

Former Burgess Carl B. Metz- 
ger, who has been in charge of the 
project, will turn over the memo- 
rial to Burgess Henry A. Frye. 
Following the acceptance of the 
monument by the borough, the 
American Legion will take over 
the program, and will hold its reg- 
uglar public Memorial Day ob- 
servance. 

The Memorial itself is a dig- 
nified bronze tablet mounted upon 
a wall-like background of granite. 
It is located in the centre of the 
ground directly in front of the new 
Community Building on the play- 
ground, and about eight feet back 
from the sidewalk. A short strip 
of pavement will lead directly from 
the walk to the Memorial. 

The bronze tablet was cast and 
finished by the Bailey, Banks & 
Diddle Company, of Philadelphia. 
It is 39 inches high and 70 inches 
long, and bears the names of the 
300 Narberth men and boys who 
served in the war, including the 
seven who gave their lives. 

The preparation of the Memo- 
rial has been in charge of the 
Memorial Committee which was 
elected in 1919 by the Narberth 
Home Guard, the officers of this 
committee being Carl B. Metzger, 
chairman; T. Noel Butler, secre- 
tary, and Edward S. Haws, treas- 
urer.

OTHER RALLIES FOLLOW 



More than 600 residents of the 
Main Line and the territory tribu- 
tary to it will gather next Wednes- 
day evening, at the Bellevue-Strat- 
ford for a dinner which will offici- 
ally mark the opening of the cam- 
paign for $1,000,000 to build and 
equip a large addition to the Bryn 
Mawr Hospital. Samuel Rea, chair- 
man of the Executive Committee, 
in charge of the organized appeal, 
will preside and outline the serious 
shortage of hospital accommoda- 
tion in this community which led 
the Board of Trustees of the hos- 
pital to recommend the construction 
of a new unit of 183 beds. This 
new building will raise the total bed 
capacity- of- the hospital from 114 
to 230. 

This meeting of the representative 
men and women from all sections 
of the large district served by the 
Bryn Mawr Hospital, will be the 
first to be attended by the whole 
working force of the organization 
which on the following morning will 
start to present the appeal to the 
public and will continue to do so 
until the campaign closes with the 
victory dinner at the Bellevue-Strat- 
ford on Friday, June 11. 

In the course of the nine days of 
the campaign four report meetings 
will be held at Masonic Hall, Ard- 
more. The first will be a luncheon 
for all woman's teams on Friday, 
June 4. The men's teams will meet 
the same evening at dinner. The 
third meeting will be a luncheon for 
the women's teams on Tuesday, 
June 8, and the fourth a dinner for 
the men on the same evening. 

Every town on the Main Line 
from Overbrook to Paoli, and from 
Conshohocken to Upper Darby and 
Newtown Square, representing a 
population of more than 80,000 
people, will be covered by the large 
and carefully organized body of 
workers under the leadership of cap- 
tains and commanders. It has been 
stated that everyone in this area 
which is served by the Bryn Mawr 
Hospital will be given the opportun- 
ity to subscribe to the fund in order 
that all may do their part in making 
this community effort truly represen- 
tative of the people for whose advan- 
tage and welfare it will be carried 
on. 

Mrs. Thomas Newhall, who is in 
charge .of the Campaign Information 
Booth at the Devon Horse Show, 
has reported that the many people 
attending this annual event are dis- 
playing great interest in the forth- 
coming campaign. Many people have 
expressed surprise upon being told 
of the great area served by the Bryn 
Mawr Hospital and of the remark- 
able work the hospital is doing in 
endeavoring to meet a demand for 
service so much greater than it was 
originally planned to meet. 

"Our present hospital was built to 
provide a total of 52 beds," said 
Mrs. Newhall. "The demand for 
service grew, and the children's 
house and maternity building were 
added. But the demand for hospital 
service continued to grow so that 
we were forced to use the examin- 
ing room, parlors and the sun 
porches to accommodate more beds. 
We now have 114 beds in the hos- 
pital. With the new building we 
will have 230."

"Long Distance," then and now 

The first public demonstration of " long distance " telephone conversa- 
tion was held in November of 1876 between Boston and Salem, fifteen 
miles apart. At both points were posted notices commanding absolute 
silence of those present, lest the experiment fail. 

As lines were established between more distant cities, the struggle with 
"outside" and "inside" noises increased. Those who used the toll 
service in the Nineties and even later will recall how they had to shout 
to drown out the buzz and crackling on the wires, if possible. 

In fair weather, all went well — sometimes. But the storms of winter, and 
even of ummer, put the crude lines out of service in wholesale fashion. 

It is not unnatural that fifty years of telephone history should have marked 
great progress in these respects. 

That the ordinary tone of voice now carries to the Pacific or to Cuba 
perhaps causes no public wonder — certainly not so much as to the thou- 
sands of technicians who worked so many years against great obstacles 
to accomplish it. 

We are fast approaching a practically storm-proof plant in Pennsylvania, 
in which over three million miles of exchange wire and a quarter of a 
million of toll wire are now in cables. 

In many ways not consciously observed by the users of the service it is 
being surrounded by continually increased protection and dependability. 
And today, greater effort is being made along these lines than at any 
previous time in our fifty years of history.

THESE FILMS WON'T BURN 



The present dangerously inflam- 
mable celluloise film is now being 
replaced by a compound long used 
in the manufacture of artificial silk, 
known as cellulose acetate. This 
non-inflammable product, says Safe- 
ty Engineering, is made by the ac- 
tion of acetic acid, acetic anhydride 
and sulfuric acid on cotton linters. 
all of which are obtainable in suffi- 
cient quantities to supply a heavy 
demand. 

The film almost entirely used at 
present in the motion picture indus- 
try is of nitro-cellulose base, being 
produced of sulfuric acid. 



State regulations for sanitary camp J of the individual flowers, the least

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MANY RECORDS USED TO 

TRACE FAMILY TREES 



Everyone .who gives some atten- 
tion to historical research receives 
appeals for aid in tracing the an- 
cestry of friends and acquaintances 
or perhaps total strangers. With 
the growing popularity of the 
Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion and kindred societies and the 
increased interest directed toward 
happenings of the American Revolu- 
tion by reason of the sesquicenten- 
nial preparations there is widespread 
endeavor to learn more about fam- 
ily history. 

Often these inquirers are un- 
aware how much diligent effort is 
necessary to follow a genealogical 
line. It is a highly specialized kind 
of research that calls for a compre- 
hensive knowledge of history and 
the acumen of the skilled detective 
in addition. The amateur is likely 
to go astray or to find the work 
too taxing, so recourse is had to 
the professional genealogists. 

Southeastern Pennsylvania is a 
comparatively good field for genea- 
logical research, for in addition to 
the splendid library of the Histor- 
ical Society of Pennsylvania, in 
Philadelphia, most of the county 
historical" societies have good li- 
braries. 

Church records are one of the 
best sources of information for the 
family history hunter. Most of the 
old Lutheran, Reformed and Epis- 
copal congregations have records 
of baptisms, marriages and deaths 
running well back into the eight- 
eenth century. In some instances 
these have been printed and indexed. 
Where that is not the case toilsome 
search through old German manu- 
script records may become neces- 
sary. 

Friends' Records of Value. 

The Friends' meeting records 
likewise are of much value and in 
some instances are older than those 
of the German churches. 

Family history can also be traced 
in the wills recorded at the county 
court houses. In the case of fam- 
ilies living in the territory that is 
now Montgomery county before the 
establishment of the county, in 
1784, it is necessary to consult 
Philadelphia records. 

Deeds also may supply many a 
missing link in the genealogical 
chain, though they are chiefly val- 
uable in determining residence. 

Where historical societies have a 
good collection of files of news- 
papers, as in the case in the library 
of the Montgomery County Society, 
an added field for profitable re- 
search becomes available. 

News Reports Were Incomplete. 

The newspapers of the early days 
usually mentioned marriages and 
deaths". Sometimes they printed ful- 
some obituary notes, but these 
are lacking in the kind of definite 
detail to which readers are accus- 
tomed nowadays. Especially is this 
exasperating in the case of the re- 
ports of deaths of soldiers of the 
Revolutionary War. Much is usual- 
ly said about the heroism and patri- 
otism of the man whose death is 
recorded but the report fails to tell 
in what regiment he served and in 
what battles and campaigns he par- 
ticipated. 

When by these measures the line- 
age is traced back to the days of 
the Revolution, then the next step 
is to look up the various volume? 
of the Pennsylvania Archives con- 
tainings lists of members of the dif- 
ferent Pennsylvania commands in 
the Continental Army and the mili- 
tia. It then can be determined 
whether any ancestors of military- 
age at the time of the Revolution 
were enrolled in the service. 
Contain List of Immigrants. 

With the aid of those same Ar- 
chives it is possible to go back still 
farther and perhaps determine when 
the first of the line came to Penn- 
sylvania, for among the Archives 
are volumes containing long lists of 
immigrants arriving in Pennsylvania 
in the eighteenth century. 

But it is desirable to bear in 
mind, in consulting these printed 
records of the old days, that many 
a •fpmily n-mie therein is spelled in 
a manner far different from the 
customary orthography of today. 
Those old-time scriveners often 
"spelled bv ear." The German 
names puzzled them and they did 
the best they could under the cir- 
cumstances, since often the owner 
' of the name was at a loss himself 
as how to spell it. 

Instances are numerous where an 
early settler wrote his name in two 
or more different ways. Even so 
prominent a man as Christopher 
Sower, the oioneer printer, spelled 
his najne in three different ways— 
^Saur." "Suuer" and- "Sower."

Organization leaders in Lower 
Merion, Narberth and Montgom- 
ery county, in general, were jubi- 
lant this week when they learned 
that the pluaralities they rolled up 
for the Pepper-Fisher ticket here 
in the primary week had not gone 
entirely for nothing and that John 
S. Fisher, their candidate for gover- 
nor had secured the Republican 
nomination. The gloom which per- 
meated the camp when it was first 
announced that Attorney Beidleman 
had been swept to victory with Wil- 
liam S. Vare gave away to smiles 
and mutual exchanges of congratu- 
lations. 

While deploring the defeat of 
Senator George Wharton Pepper 
Dy Vare for the United States Sena- 
torial , nomination organization 
chieftains are more than just fair- 
ly well pleased that Fisher broke 
through for governorship. The 
senatorship means much but after 
all the local and county adminis- 
tration comes in closer touch with 
the governor, who controls the 
executive activities of the State 
and incidentally, but very impor- 
antly much of the State and coun- 
ty political patronage. 

With Beidleman, whom it 
fought tooth and nail in the 
governor's chair, the local and 
county organization would have 
been faced with anything but easy 
sledding It would have been 
faced with lean years of little pat- 
ronage j.nd in the second place 
it would have been put on the de- 
fensive constantly to meet efforts 
of the Vare-Beidleman crowd to 
break down the present organi- 
zation and form a following of 
their own in the county. With 
Fisher as governor things will be 
much different. 

The nomination of Mr. Fisher 
for governor will also help party 
harmony, which was threatened 
here when it was announced at 
first that Vare and Beidleman had 
swept the State. Many of the rank 
and file who threatened desertion 
in the November election will 
support the ticket which is now 
shared by an anti-Vare organi- 
zation candidate, who will be in 
control of the State's political 
machinery. 

Some of the women voters in 
Lower Merion and Narberth, who 
were strongly for Pepper, have 
threatened to vote for the Demo- 
cratic nominee rather than sup- 
port Congressman Vare, but the 
great majority of the voters, it 
is believed, will support the joint 
ticket and formal endorsement of 
it will be made by various town- 
ship and county political organi- 
zations as soon as the official 
count of the primary vote is com- 
pleted. 

Early this week there was still 
some doubt if Governor Pinchot 
would accept the results of the 
primary and decide not to run an 
independent race in November, 
but if he does he will run with- 
out the support of Willam S. 
Buckland, Pinchot county leader 
and others who supported him in 
Montgomery last Tuesday. 

"I am a Republican and am for 
the Republican nominees chosen 
in the primaries," Buckland an- 
nounced Monday. "If the gover- 
nor runs as an independent, he 
will not have my support nor the 
support of other Pinchot backers 
here." 

Deputy Auditor General Char- 
les Johnson, leader of the county 
organization, will be established 
as one of the strongest political 
factors in the State, as the result 
of the primaries. Not only did 
his machine sweep the county to 
elect one Congressman, one State 
Senator and five members of the 
assembly, but it rolled up over- 
whelming pluralities for Pepper 
and Fisher and gave them one of 
the largest leads accorded by any 
county in the State. 

The final count of the Mont- 
gomery vote begun at Norristown 
Monday, was completed Wednes- 
day and showed a plurality here 
for Pepper of 12,819 and for Fish- 
er of 15,694.
